WH OERZ Ou may Remember the laſt year, and I think in

FF# /and, and that the whole Riſe and Texture of 
SSSUFPASEE them were from a certain Perſon, who ſaid he 
PRA was a Doctor in Divinity, and took his Degree 
at Salamanca, which obliged me to Write to you to know if rhat 
Aſlertion were Truth or not, becauſe in other matters he has been 
ſuſpeKed. TI then gave you the Deſcription of him Inſide and Out, 
I told you he was Sanguinous, Bold, and Paſſionate, qualifica- 
tions Diſlonant to his Coat and Character ; and you in Return 
told me that you had made full Inquiry, ifever fuch a Perſon had 
at aty time heretofore Reſided amonglt you, or taken any Degree 
or Order, but could find none that ever knew or heard of him ;

leafes, Phlebotomy ; they , tound the Cure infallible in 48, and 
would fain practiſe it de novo, not for Reputatiori but for Gain 
fake. Then to vendtheir Drugs the better they have their Zanies, 
one Hittrinzale, Faneway, Joyner, Curtis, Care, cum multis allis, 
whoſe names as ſoon as Mr. &ech can inform of, ſhall be T ranſ- 
mitted to you, in the mean fgime I beg the favour of you to ac- 
quaint me by the firſt opportunity, it any of theſe Empiricks I 
have nam'd were ever known to you at Salamanca, becaule there 
is a great deal lies upon that point.” At Geneval have heard ſome 
of them have been, and am very apt to believe it, for they have 
the very Cut, Mean;” Habit and'Cant, that Mar/ha/ the Geneva 
Bull Nye, and others had inthe year 1641.
